Prof. Graham Gives Address 
On The "New 
Individualism" 

The ïhooloïlcal .Society of ihc <;o- 
''"'"■;■■■. Ciillcsf.'.s mri In the 
Union on Wednesday evening for its 
annual meeting. Reports wore aub- 
niitiied and lAe officers for the 
coming year were cieoted as follown. 
Hon. PrB.s. rtev. D. L. fvilchie D.D.; 
Presideiil. X. Bgerton: Vic* Pres. 
.Scott .MiMey: Secretaiy, Krrol 
.Vmaron: Treasurer. E. B. ISddy. 

Prof. Graham, gave .in addl-ess in 
the subjoci of the New lndi^■^duollsm. 
He pointed out thai the new 
individualism is dislinct from ihe old 
ln(lJvldual!.<;m and also from 
SocialL-mi. 

The Old Individualism haj 
succeed in stlmulaiiiiK production 
but had not troubled about distribu- 
tion nor had it seen the social Impllca- 
tibiis involved in Its action. Tliai it 
.had failed in diatribution was 
obvious wIji n uc could see :n our 
. .vii ciy thousand.s hungr; ct-.d t-m 
homeless yei in sight 'of 
food, warmth and shelter. He «aid 
lliat socialists hiaincd individiisi 
lifledoin would .substl'tuii. for liii.-i 
corporate action. They were not 
studeiiM 1)1 .liifiory and forgot llio 
linprovemenls which came through 
individual effort. Old individualism 
liau failed only al the point of dls- 
tribulion and tiiai bccauKc ll bad 
been ignorant or Indiffcrcni lo this 
phaK«. He said the real cause was 
luxury and exiravagancc. i 

The speaker likened divisible 
iiiulertal VvualUi to a heap of things | 
(nol money) the size of which de- | 
petids on resources, Capital, labour, j 
and morality. The first task was to | 
increase the size of the lic;jp, i!i.; 
second, to sec what wa.s in ihe ho^p 
lor Liierc needed to be .«ufficieal 
necessities of life fur all. ; 

Prof. Graham then went on to j 
.fpeak of the cffccls of lii.xiir.v and 
said thai increa^iiii; demand lor and 
production of luxuries ha^ had a 
dciiioraiisiits effect of Hociuiy. ll 
lucreaseU the cost of capital because 
or the rlbk and uncertainty involved 
and because ll did not produce 
wealth. It. was responsible for the 
(fieat ndvprlisiii:,- .siir-nci? whinh 
stimulated luxury \i\ crcaiiuB 
îirtificla! want.s The grea.ler the 
luxury t.ho grca.ter was the poverty 
resiiltinpr in other.". To live in luxury 
was 1101 iil.ixiris llir !;anip. The 
.«pralicr pointed out that the rich 
were nol the only ones that were 
BUilly of Indulging In luxury, we are 
to blame for tlie present slate of 
affairs; if we Jiad a different 
Hiandf.rd of life and lived more 
simply and did more for ourselves 
\vi; should make our host contribution 
lo a better lime. There is no great- 
er uuemy to society than the man 
that lives in luxury. 

.V socialist was defined an anyone 
who believes, in force and coercion 
as a means lo progress, li was point- 
ed that this embraced mo.ny who are 
not usiia'.ly claesed as «ocialisls. 
This type had none of the «peakers 
sympalh? as auoli philosophy led 
only lo tryranny and an exchange 
of masters. 

The .Veiv Iiidivlrtualisni .itood for 
a. minimum of corporals government 
interference and left the individual 
to decide what WM right a4id lo do 
it al oil cost. Tt was à feMowsliip in 
allure men, we often accept this our- 
selves but do not conceed it to 
others. The. r>rofesHor claln>ed that 
we did not trust men enough. Force 
will never make «. man do right- 
only by fellowbliip can we change 
men's cliaractcrs. The spoaker said 
the Church would prosper better 
with loss organization and with more 
emphasis on the building' of llie 
Christian character of ils people in- 
dividually. It is not the work of the 
Church lo transform the Stale 
directly but to transfigure character. 

Speaking to the members. the 
spea]cer.<9 said tliey cnnld best serve 
l)y sliowin^r to men aelrdciilal, saiis- 
lactioii with a living and tliought for 
others. We (have got lo put the pro- 
gramme of .Icsus, first, the way of 
Individual Christianity. We need 
this Individii.i.l nolo nuire and more.

Herein lies the master stroke of the average correspondent — 
He chooses a meaningless pseudonym, not because of an inherent 
.modesty (that virtue has long since lost its significance) bu|t be- 
cause he f^l^^t by concealing his identity the evil results of in- 
discrete statements may not have a boomerang effect and return 
with destructive force to their source. The responsibility is forced 
on the Daily which at all times covers a multitude of sins com- 
mitited by the reading public to. which it caters. Again the 
F|''pseudonym artist may prefer obscurity as a lampart from behind 
which to cast silly darts onto innocent victims occupied in legitimate 
pursuits of peace, because |thc thought lurks at the back of his mind 
that a man may be a fpol and go through life and not be discover- 
ed but when he breaks into print over a bona fide signature the 
world at once sees him in his true light. In plain speech he is a 
moral coward, with a few exceptions, who derives a ceijtain amount 
of emotional satisfaction from being able to injure or harass the 
work of others from behind the b^ittlements of obscurity. 

There has been abundant proof in recent sessions that any 
undergraduate who stands for decency, sincerity and a reasonable 
amount of respectability and. dignity, stands alone comparatively 
speaking. Anyjihing that has been done around the campus of more 
than transient worth or significance has done in the opposition 
from, shallow, arm-chair critics and' disgruntled humorists who 
worship at the feet of the godess Ridicule. 

Some years ago the preamble to the correspondence column of 

Rthe Daily was formulated in which it was stated that "the Daily is 
not responsible for the sentiments of the letters published." This 
was done in the interest of^fwdom of expression of opinion among 
■ students, and also on the^'piSmption that an ordinary amount of 
sane commonscnsc, courtesy and respect for constituted authority 
would be manifested by the students taking advantage of the 
^>p'riy,ilcge. This privilege, which might be a power for good, has 
l^'been abused beyond the point of sufferance. We stand back help- 
lessly and observe graduate readers drawing inevitable conclusions 
on the mental capacity of McGill students to to-day as judged by 
current correspondence in the Daily .
